Still, | am proud of the quality 
levels and high-grade Uncirculated coins | was able to acquire over the years. All good 
things must come to an end — thus this auction, while | focus on what is most 
important to me in late retirement.

Serving the heart of Gold Rush territory, Marysville was an 
ideal location for miners to bring their gold ore. The town was home for preeminent assayers Harris, Marchand & Co., as 
well as Justh & Hunter.

THE JACK ROYSE COLLECTION OF HOBO NICKELS 


Among hobo nickel collectors, the name Jack Royse Jr. stands out as one of the foremost 
early collectors of the genre. Several of his coins appear in Del Romines' original Hobo 
Nickels book published in 1982, and both his name and his coins figure prominently in Joyce 
Ann Romines' 1996 book updating and expanding the original reference. Jack Royse was an 
Indiana prep golf star who earned a scholarship from LSU to play golf there. After college, he 
was a professional golfer and competed on the PGA tour. Later, he was club pro at several 
country clubs including Olympia Fields, El Dorado, and others. Until he passed away at age 
91, Jack enjoyed the distinction of being the oldest PGA golf pro in Indiana, where he was a 
PGA professional for over 60 years. In his later : 

years, Jack collected historic memorabilia 
and won awards showing his collections throughout the U.S. He also 
collected fine art, as well as rare coins. He once owned a famous New 
England sixpence — the so-called "Potato Field" coin — in addition to his 
hobo nickel collection. Carvings by Bert Wiegand and George Washington 
"Bo" Hughes make up the majority of The Jack Royse Collection of Hobo 
Nickels, including one of the best-known Bert "Prisoner" nickels, two 
other Bert carvings, and 22 important and rare Bo Hughes masterpieces. 
To our knowledge, nearly all of the nickels in this collection have not 
appeared at public auction in at least three decades, and perhaps never. 
These carvings intertwine within the very fabric of hobo nickel lore. Most 
of the pieces are well-documented in the references. Individually or 
together, they form the foundation of a truly great hobo nickel collection.

This glossy, razor-sharp 
example enjoys coffee-brown color and steel-blue accents. Marks 
are unobtrusive.

The bright 
red color is accented by brown only on the highest portions of the 
design elements on each side. Showing an unerring eye for quality, 
the consignor, David M. Faraday, purchased this coin from the 
Little Mint of San Francisco on November 7, 1967 for the princely 
sum of $75!” To this we can only add that the halfpenny is semi- 
prooflike, lacks noticeable marks, and is housed in a green label 
holder.

3003 1787 Immunis Columbia, Eagle Reverse, Narrow Planchet, 
W-5680, High R.4, MS66 Brown PCGS. The 1787 Immunis 
Columbia, with the Eagle reverse, is a mysterious issue that has 
puzzled numismatists since the earliest days of the hobby. In 
The Early Coins of America, Sylvester Sage Crosby states these 
pieces were originally believed to be manufactured in England. 
However, Crosby’s study of the punches used for the dies and 
the overall workmanship convinced him they were closely 
related to contemporary issues, like the Liber Natus Liberatem 
Defendo, Non Vi Virtute Vici, and the George Clinton cent, 
which he believed were made in this country, possibly as 
patterns for a proposed state or federal coinage. Walter Breen 
followed this line of reasoning in his Encyclopedia, where he 
suggested the coins were struck as patterns at Rahway, New 
Jersey, from dies engraved by Thomas Atlee. 

A different theory was proposed by Michael Hodder 
in his article “The 1787 ‘New York’ Immunis Columbia, A 
Mystery Re-Ravelled’ in the January 1991 issue of The Colonial 
Newsletter. Two varieties of the 1787 Immunis Columbia/Eagle 
coppers are known, differentiated by the size of the planchets 
they were struck on. Hodder noted that all four known examples 
of the Wide Planchet variety are struck over New Jersey coppers 
of the Maris 26-S variety, in a late state of the dies. The late 
state 26-S coppers were actually struck in 1788, or later. Since 
the Narrow Planchet examples are in a later die state then the 
Wide Planchet pieces, it is certain they were also struck in 1788 
or early 1789 and, therefore, were not produced as patterns for 
any proposed 1787 coinage issue. Hodder concludes: 


“This new study indicates that the issue was struck circa late 
1788-middle 1789 under the auspices of Matthias Ogden in 
the original Rahway mint, where New Jersey 16-S and 26-S 
had also been coined. It is probable that the entire issue 
was planned for circulation, and was not struck to support 
Matthias Ogden’s March 3, 1787 coinage proposal, but 
rather, to provide Ogden with another source of revenue 
free from the 10% seigniorage payable to the state on the 
New Jersey coinage.” 


The W-5680 is the only readily collectible variety in the 
Immunis Columbia series, indicating it was struck in larger numbers 
than most pattern issues. A number of coins are known in lower 
erades or impaired condition, also arguing that the issue was 
produced for circulation. The new information about the New 
Jersey origin has significantly expanded interest in the Immunis 
Columbia pieces among collectors of New Jersey state coinage. 

The present coin is the single-finest certified 1787 Immunis 
Columbia copper at either of the leading grading services. Both 
obverse and reverse are well-centered, with all devices, lettering, 
and the date complete, but most of the dentils off the planchet. 
The design elements are sharply detailed throughout. The glossy 
chocolate-brown surfaces are impeccably preserved, with a few 
traces of olive at the peripheries. Evidence of die rust shows in 
the upper obverse field and some slight granularity is evident 
on Liberty’s torso. Altogether, a most attractive example of this 
popular Colonial issue. Listed on page 57 of the 2020 Guide Book.

He struck threepence, 
sixpence, and shilling coins in 1783 to remedy the situation, with 
multiple varieties known for the sixpence and shilling. 

This lovely, high-end threepence in AU53+ displays antique 
golden-gray patina with lavender and peach-orange accents. The 
legends and motifs are strong with minimal trace of rub. Struck 
slightly off-center toward 11 o’clock on the obverse (the coin is 
upside down in the holder).

Examination of the various listing in the 
Whitman Encyclopedia and Walter Breen’s Complete Encyclopedia 
suggest that one of the varieties may not exist. Differentiating the 
Small Date and Large Date dies provides a significant challenge. As 
is often the case, this pleasing Chalmers sixpence is unevenly struck 
with weak details at the lower obverse and left side of the reverse. 
A few old scratches are blended with the surrounding surfaces that 
exhibit trivial handling marks. A trace of mint luster remains.

Sought-After First-Year Key 
Lowest Mintage of the Series

1909-S VDB MS67 Red PCGS. The debut of the Lincoln cent 
was highly anticipated, by coin collectors and the general public 
alike. As the first U.S. portrait coin struck for circulation, with the 
bust of the universally popular president on the obverse, the new 
design was greeted with unprecedented enthusiasm. The August 
1909 edition of The Numismatist notes, “ ... the advance demand 
at the Mint for this piece was far greater than that accompanying 
any previous coin issue.” When the coins were released on August 
2, long lines formed at banks, the Philadelphia and San Francisco 
Mints, the Sub-Treasury facilities in Chicago, Boston, New 
York, and St. Louis, and the Treasury building in Washington, 
D.C. Individual purchases were limited to 100 examples per 
person. Despite the purchase limits, the advanced mintage of 
approximately 25 million coins of the new design was exhausted in 
just three days. 

One feature of the coins that was initially overlooked by the 
general populace was the prominent designer’s initials VDB (for 
Victor D. Brenner) on the reverse. Unfortunately, controversy 
about these initials soon developed in official circles, causing 
the Secretary of the Treasury to order their removal. Coinage of 
the new cents was halted after the Philadelphia Mint had issued 
more than 27.9 million pieces with the offending initials, but the 
mintage at the San Francisco facility was only 484,000 examples 
when the coinage was discontinued. 

Fortunately for present-day collectors, news of the small 
mintage caused contemporary collectors to hoard many high- 
quality specimens of the San Francisco coinage for numismatic and 
investment purposes. Today, the 1909-S VDB is not difficult to 
locate in an absolute sense, but intense collector demand ensures 
that any offering will command high premiums. Of course, at the 
lofty MS67 grade level, with Red surfaces, the 1909-S VDB is a 
prime condition rarity, and no Red coins have been certified in 
higher numeric grades (4/19). 

The present coin is a spectacular Superb Gem, with sharply 
detailed design elements throughout and bold designer’s initials. 
The original red surfaces are virtually flawless, with just a few 
microscopic specks of carbon on the reverse, only visible with a 
loupe. Vibrant mint luster radiates from both sides and overall eye 
appeal is terrific.

Heavy adjustment marks 
cross Liberty’s face and hair, disturbing several important design 
elements. Nevertheless, adjustment marks were part of the minting 
process, and a substantial number of silver and gold coins from this 
era show evidence of being adjusted with a metal file prior to being 
struck. Often the adjustment marks were obliterated (or nearly 
so) by striking, but not so on this coin. Given the limitations of 
the somewhat primitive early Philadelphia Mint, rolling out silver 
ingots into precisely the correct thickness for planchets must have 
been a nightmare. It was far easier to make the planchets slightly 
thick, then adjust them down to the proper weight with a file, 
rather than having a planchet that was too thin and thus had to 
be melted and taken through the entire rolling process again.

Seven die varieties 
are known for the 1834 Capped Bust dime and proofs have been 
reported from five different die pairs. This is not too surprising, as 
proofs were just made to order during that early era. Whenever a 
Treasury official (or private collector with enough clout) wanted 
proof coinage for official (or unofficial) purposes, the Mint simply 
polished up a handy pair of dies, selected and prepared a suitable 
number of planchets, and struck the coins on the medal press, 
as ordered. The dies would then be used to strike business-strike 
coinage, if needed, or stored for later use. Since proofs were ordered 
by different people, at different times, and for different purposes, it 
makes sense that several pairs of dies would be used to strike proofs 
throughout the year. PCGS estimates 8-10 proof 1834 Capped Bust 
dimes are extant, including all varieties. 

This coin represents the JR-1 variety, with a large perfect 4 
in the date and a double shaft on the top arrow on the reverse. 
Three proofs of the JR-1 variety have been reported, including 
the coin in the King of Siam proof set. This poses some questions, 
as die evidence suggests the JR-1 dies were the first pair used to 
strike business strikes in 1834, but the diplomatic presentation 
proof sets, with the famous 1804 dollars, were not ordered until 
late in the year (Secretary of State John Forsyth ordered the King 
of Siam and Sultan of Muscat proof sets on November 11, 1834). 
It therefore seems reasonable that the JR-1 proof dimes were not 
struck expressly for use in the proof sets, but were struck early in the 
year for some other purpose, and a few examples were still on hand 
in November, when the sets were ordered. 

This attractive Choice proof exhibits sharply detailed design 
elements throughout, with full star centers and fine definition 
on Liberty’s hair and the eagle’s feathers. The well-preserved 
surfaces include reflective fields and frosty devices, under shades of 
cerulean-blue, sea-green, and slate-gray toning. Overall eye appeal 
is terrific. While no definite link can be established, it is possible 
this coin was the example included in the Sultan of Muscat proof 
set in 1834.

1837 No Stars, Large Date, F-101, R.7, PR66 NGC. Chief 
Engraver William Kneass suffered a stroke before he could finalize 
the design for the Seated Liberty motif, which replaced the Capped 
Bust design on U.S. silver coinage in the late 1830s. The talented 
Christian Gobrecht took over the project and completed the 
design, based on earlier contributions from Kneass, Thomas Sully, 
and Titian Peale. The Seated Liberty obverse design appeared first 
on the famous Gobrecht dollars in 1836, followed by the dime and 
half dime in 1837, the quarter in 1838, and finally, the half dollar 
in 1839. Gobrecht’s initial obverse design was a masterpiece of 
simplistic beauty, with no stars around the border, giving the coin 
an uncluttered, medallic look that creates intense aesthetic appeal. 
Thanks to its simplicity, the entire design could be engraved into 
the hub, leaving only the date logotype to be punched in by hand. 
Among dime issue, the No Stars obverse was used only on the 1837 
and 1838-O emissions. Accordingly, the No Stars obverse is always 
in demand as an important two-year type issue. 

Walter Breen notes 30 proof Seated Liberty dimes were struck 
on June 30, 1837, to serve as presentation pieces to demonstrate the 
new design to Treasury officials and other VIPs. The proofs show a 
diagnostic small tine of metal from the dentils above the first T in 
STATES and a diagonal die scratch through (STAT)ES and O(F). 
The No Stars design was a favorite of early numismatists, and the 
proofs apparently started appearing at auction at least as early as 
lot 162 of the J.N.T. Levick Collection (Edward Cogan, 12/1859), 
“1837 Dime, no stars, fine proof.” The lot realized 75 cents, a strong 
price at the time. More recent records include the $97,750 brought 
by the PR67 NGC example in the Pre-Long Beach Auction (Ira 
and Larry Goldberg, 9/2007). 

The coin offered here is a delightful Premium Gem with sharply 
detailed design elements and reflective fields, under medium- 
intensity shades of jade-gold and cobalt-blue toning.

With only 400 circulation strikes minted, all are essentially first 
strikes and almost all high-grade examples retain significant die 
polish in the fields and many resemble proofs. Confusion between 
business strikes and proofs was a problem years ago, but today 
diagnostics are known for each and prooflike circulation strikes 
are no longer called proofs and dull proofs are not confused with 
business strikes.

(BD-5 and BD-6) are each represented by a single known 
example, and both of those coins are included in the National 
Numismatic Collection at the Smithsonian Institution. This 
coin represents the only collectible Large Eagle variety, the 
rare BD-7, with a surviving population of 16-20 examples in all 
erades. One of the BD-7 survivors is also in the Smithsonian 
and a second specimen is in the Bass Core Collection at the 
ANA Money Museum. 

The BD-7 obverse was overdated from an unused die from 
1795, making it easy to identify. The BD-7 is one of the most 
noticeable overdates in all of American coinage, every bit as 
bold as the 1918/7-D Buffalo nickel and the 1918/7-S Standing 
Liberty quarter. It appears that the final digit in the date was 
overpunched with no effort to efface the undertype 5. David 
Akers believed the 1797/5 was probably struck in late 1797 
or early 1798, along with the anomalous 1798 Small Eagle 
varieties, but Robert Hilt thought these coins might be the 
remainders of the 470 half eagles delivered on July 8, 1797. 
This was the only use of the obverse die, but the reverse was 
used previously to strike the unique BD-6 example in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

The overdate feature was noticed by catalogers as early as 
Woodward’s Sixth Semi-Annual Sale (3/1865), but the issue 
was often just identified by the Large Eagle reverse in early lot 
descriptions. One early appearance was in lot 872 of the John 


Colvin Randall Collection (W. Elliot Woodward, 6/1885): 


“1797 Fifteen stars; rev., large eagle; nearly proof, and 
excessively rare. Mr. Haseltine says the half eagles of 1797 
are equal in rarity to the silver dollars of 1804. I considered 
this statement within bounds when it was made; it is 
certainly true, since the recent impulse has been given to 
the manufacture of 1804 dollars.” 


The lot realized $51, a strong price at the time. Recent sales 
include the AU55 PCGS Gold CAC example in lot 5843 of the 
FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2017), that realized $211,500. 

The present coin is a delightful MS61 example, the second- 
finest certified at PCGS, behind the Pogue MS62+ specimen. 
It is tied with two MS61 NGC coins for second place in the 
Condition Census for the issue (4/19). This piece exhibits 
sharply detailed peripheral design elements, with some localized 
softness on Liberty’s hair and the eagle, due to some planchet 
adjustment marks on the reverse that were not completely 
struck out. The vivid orange-gold surfaces are lightly marked 
for the grade and show a mix of satiny mint luster and prooflike 
reflectivity in sheltered areas. The overall presentation is most 
attractive for this important early gold rarity.

BD-1 is the more plentiful of two 
die varieties for the 1813 half eagle, a popular choice for type 
collectors. This issue is one of the few readily collectible dates 
for the type. In 1813, John Reich modified his obverse design to 
show a more cropped portrait of Liberty than had been in use since 
1807. The half eagle diameter was reduced by 1.2 mm in 1829, at 
the hand of William Kneass, 12 years after Reich left the Mint, 
but Reich’s design was not replaced until 1834. The Classic Head 
design introduced in 1834 signaled a weight reduction for the half 
eagle of 0.39 gm. For much of the reign of Reich’s Capped Bust 
Left design from 1813 to 1834, the bullion weight of half eagles 
exceeded the coins’ face value, resulting in rampant hoarding and 
melting of the coins. Throughout the 1820s, half eagles were rare 
or nonexistent in circulation. The destruction of U.S. gold coinage 
during this period for gold profit is responsible for the rarity of most 
Capped Bust Left half eagles today. Thus the importance of the 
1813 issue to type collectors — other dates just are not available, or 
they are prohibitively expensive. 

This Plus-graded near-Gem 1813 presents an incredible 
opportunity to acquire a high-end example of one of the most 
elusive types of all early U.S. coinage. Uncirculated 1813 fives 
are uniquely collectible compared to other dates, but there is a 
limit to their availability. Choice examples are typically the finest 
seen — and arguably the finest collectible. PCGS lists only two 
1813 half eagles finer than the present coin, one of each variety. 
The finer BD-1 coin is the Pogue MS66 specimen. This MS64+ 
piece, however, stands apart on its own pedestal, carrying CAC 
endorsement at a slightly finer level of preservation than the typical 
MS64. Heritage has not previously handled an MS64 coin with a 
Plus grade. The most recent comparable from our archives is the 
MS64 PCGS CAC coin in the Philadelphia Signature (Heritage, 
8/2012), lot 5355, which realized $47,000.

Bela Lyon Pratt’s exciting incuse Indian 
design debuted on the half and quarter eagles in 1908. The incuse 
design was intended to reduce wear on the coins, since the devices 
would be sheltered below the surface. Unfortunately, this feature 
made it impossible for the Mint to produce proof coins with the 
brilliant finish collectors prized in previous years. Instead, the 
proofs were struck with specially prepared dies and then sandblasted 
to impart a dark, artistic matte finish to the coins. Only one pair of 
dies was used to strike the 167 proof half eagles delivered in 1908. 

Initially, the novelty of the new design appealed to collectors 
and a substantial number of proofs was distributed. However, the 
matte finish proved unpopular and sales declined rapidly as the 
year went on. Any unsold examples were melted after the close of 
the year. John Dannreuther estimates the surviving population at 
80-100 examples in all grades, making the 1908 the most available 
proof Indian half eagle in today’s market. 

The new proofs began appearing at auction at least as early as 
lot 476 of the Captain Andrew C. Zabriskie Collection (Henry 
Chapman, 6/1909), which featured a complete, four-piece gold 
proof set, “1908 Gold proof set, $20, $10, $5, $2 1/2, Dull sand 
blasted finish. Extremely rare. Set.” The set sold for a strong price 
of $70. Recent sales of the 1908 proof half eagle include the PR67 
NGC specimen in our September 2014 Long Beach Signature, 
which realized $54,343.75. 

The present coin is a magnificent Superb Gem proof, with razor- 
sharp definition on the design elements.

It is no small thing to have a life-long skill that will pay the bills 
when other sources of income dry up. Augustus Saint-Gaudens 
had such a skill as a cameo-cutter. He was apprenticed to Louis 
Avet at the age of 13, and his skills increased to a master’s level 
over the next decade. He was able to help support himself and his 
family in New York City, later he supplemented what little money 
his family sent him while he was in school at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris, and finally when he set up as a sculptor in Rome 
after the Franco-Prussian War. This early and continuing craft as 
a cameo-cutter helped develop his later skills as a sculptor, and 
much later (1905-1907) this experience working in a small space 
gave him the background to adapt his masterworks, the bust of 
Nike and the figure of Victory from the Sherman Memorial, to 
the ten and twenty dollar gold coins. The high relief he used to 
“sculpt” the double eagle gives this coin a singular and unexcelled 
appearance, as well as a popularity with collectors that has only 
increased in the more than a century since the coins’ creation. This 
is a sharply impressed example of Saint-Gaudens’ paramount work 
in U.S. coinage.

Une. Certain historic events provide a convenient dividing line 
for how society views major cultural shifts. The beginning of the 
20th century and World War II are two notable examples. In the 
middle of the 19th century, the Civil War provided a convenient 
cultural divide. Before the war, when sculpture was a consideration 
in America it consisted almost exclusively of reproductions of 
works from antiquity or Neoclassical themes. After the war, tastes 
quickly evolved toward works that were more directly and simply 
focused and dealt in a realistic manner with the subject at hand.

career, Augustus Saint-Gaudens produced more than 100 sculptural 
portraits, and of those more than 80 are in relief. While he is best 
known for bringing a sense of realism to American sculpture, his 
figures were a mixture of the real and ideal. His figure of Victory 
in the Sherman Memorial was primarily based on model Hettie 
Anderson, but the face of the Nike appears to be a blend of three 
models. Thus, an idealized portrait emerges with realistic features. 
These two sculptural works, Victory in the Sherman Memorial and 
the head of Nike, were the basis for Saint-Gaudens’ twenty and 
ten dollar gold coins, respectively. While 19th century museum- 
goers and the few who could afford Saint-Gaudens’ commissions 
had high praise for his works, the widespread availability of the 
ten and twenty dollar gold pieces made these two works popular to 
thousands of people who might not otherwise consider sculpture 
a part of their lives. And it was precisely this sculptural quality 
that has imbued the High Relief double eagle with a popularity 
to multiple generations of collectors since their production in 
1907.

Kagin explains 
they had done this previously: “A close look at the obverse of their 
$10 issues of 1852 reveals that the last digit, probably a ‘1,’ had 
been drilled out of the original die and a ‘2’ plugged into its space.”

This is the third-largest Justh & Hunter ingot from the Marysville office recovered 
from the S.S. Central America. It just misses the Extremely Large Size category, but takes top billing in the Very Large Size class. It is of nearly 
unparalleled historical and numismatic significance as a massive Gold Rush relic. 

Marysville, California sits at the confluence of the Feather and Yuba rivers 40 miles north of Sacramento and 125 miles northwest of San 
Francisco in the heart of Gold Rush territory. It was founded in 1842 as New Mecklenburg by Theodore Cordua, who held a 19-year lease on 
the land from John Sutter. Cordua sold half his interest to Charles Covillaud in October 1848 and the other half to his brothers-in-law in 
1849. By that time, gold fever had firmly taken hold in the surrounding areas. The enterprising Covillaud saw an opportunity and hired August 
LePlongeon to lay out plans for a new city named after his wife, Mary. A year later in February 1850 Marysville was home to roughly 500 
inhabitants and 1,000 itinerants, according to Q. David Bowers’ A California Gold Rush History. The town continued to develop rapidly and 
became an important depot for outfitting miners. Both the post office and local newspaper, the Marysville Herald, debuted in the summer of 1850. 
By 1852, the population had swelled to more than 4,000 people. The town’s proximity to the northern gold mines made it an ideal location for 
San Francisco assayers like Harris, Marchand & Co., and Justh & Hunter to expand their businesses. The latter placed an advertisement in the 
Marysville Herald on May 27, 1856, as published in Dan Owens’ California Coiners and Assayers:

First Street, 3d door from D, Marysville 

At the solicitation of our customers in the interior, to save time in their returns, we have opened a branch of our Assay Office in this city. 
Our bars can be cashed at all the Banking Houses, either in Marysville or San Francisco, or at either of our offices. 

Rates of charges as in San Francisco. All claims against the firm can be settled either in Marysville or San Francisco.

E. Justh, San Francisco. 


Additional advertisements in the May 29 issue announced: “The office is under the immediate supervision of Mr. Hunter, of the firm. The 
reputation of the San Francisco house is so well established as to preclude the necessity of any further remarks.” Two days later, the Herald 
include another notice: “The reputation of our Bars being well established in San Francisco and New York, they can always be cashed on the 
most advantageous terms.” 

Thanks to the recovery of the S.S. Central America treasure, we now have a much better understanding of what was well-known to those in 
Gold Rush-era California - that Justh & Hunter was a preeminent assayer of the highest repute. The size and number of ingots included in the 
cache speak for themselves. The ingot measures 177 x 66 x 39 mm. All the imprints are on the top side and there are two company hallmarks: 
NO. 9434 / company hallmark left / 266.97 OZS. / company hallmark right / 906 FINE. / $5000.00. The surfaces are bright yellow-gold with only 
the slightest trace of patina from the rusted ship’s hull. An important and very scarce Very Large Size ingot from the Marysville office of Justh & 
Hunter.

Bo Hughes 
often memorialized his brother, who died in (or about) 1919 as 
a casualty of World War I. Bo carved many 1919 nickels with 
the portrait of a helmeted soldier to represent his brother, each 
slightly different in its own way. Some of the nickels show the 
numerals 1919 etched onto the soldier’s collar or shoulder. Others 
show the soldier puffing on a cigarette or cigar. This is a classic 
example of Bo’s Brother — a superb, deeply carved cameo, with 
intricately carved beard stubble and hair, done in 1951 (signed 
GH 51). The exact coin is plated in Romines 2 on pages 29 and 
37. An interesting discussion of this nickel is found on pages 28 and 
29 of that reference. An early Del Romines OHNS Registration 
Certificate #R-004 accompanies the coin. The certificate is dated 
October 9, 1993.

Superior Carving, Man in a Domed Hat 





4428 Superior Carving by Bo Hughes. This Domed Hat hobo exhibits 


characteristics of both Bert Wiegand and Bo Hughes. In 1993, Del 
Romines concluded the carver was Bo, based on the ear and nose 
treatment, plus various cut marks — all representative of Bo’s pre- 
1940 style. The piece is carved on a glossy 1937-D nickel, which 
is About Uncirculated with traces of luster, and it demonstrates 
Superior workmanship. The accompanying OHNS certificate is 
numbered R-007, dated October 10, 1993. Importantly, the 1996 
Romines reference discusses this nickel on page 37, and it is plated 
on page 38.

The hobo’s ear is steeply raised on this classic Bo Hughes carving, 
an indication that it was done in the 1920s to mid-30s, when Bo 
became proficient with the raised metal technique. Bert Wiegand’s 
influence shows in the hair, formed from delicate, long strokes in 
continuous waves, with no interruption between the beard and hair. 
The extensively carved reverse depicts Bo’s memories of his 
youth, where he grew up with 9 or 10 brothers and sisters in a 
plain, simple shanty, with a mule in the yard. His GH initials are 
present but inconspicuous, placed beneath FIVE CENTS in the 
exergue. This 1916 nickel is smoothly carved and accompanied 
by the OHNS Certificate #R-015 dated October 11, 1993. Two 
certificates were issued, one that mentions the obverse only, and 
another that includes both the obverse and reverse. Superior 
quality on both sides.

Domed Hat Hobo 
Classic Style by ‘Bert’ Wiegand 





4430 1913 Type One Original Hobo Nickel by “Bert.” This remarkably 


well-preserved example is quintessential Bertram “Bert” Wiegand. 
Bert was a disciplined artist who paid attention to details, and 
usually stayed within the limits of what he knew best. As Bo’s 
mentor and teacher, Bert was the master, while innovation and 
creativity were among his student’s greatest assets. 

Bert worked quickly. The nickels he carved were soon sold or 
bartered, and despite his productivity, relatively few examples are 
extant today. This Domed Hat hobo is carved on a sharp 1913 Type 
One nickel. Soft luster permeates the slate-gray surfaces, with pale- 
blue and rose undertones. The Romines OHNS certificate #R-009 
suggests it was probably carved pre-1932. The coin’s Superior 
quality is on full display.

4431 Pre-1940 Carving by Bert Wiegand. The OHNS Registration 


suggests that this carving matches Bert’s style from the mid-to-late 
1920s. Carved on an About Uncirculated 1913 Type One nickel, it 
displays several of the techniques employed by Bert in his relatively 
early work. The raised ear shows inner detail, either purposely left 
in place by Bert from the host coin, or intentionally carved. Finely 
carved hair flows seamlessly into a manicured beard and moustache 
in classic Bert style. 

The hatband lacks a bow or other decoration — despite careful 
workmanship and dressing of the brim and dome. The coin also 
ignores Bert’s “signature,” with LIB effaced during carving of the 
hat and adjacent field, although ERTY remains. Iridescent colors 
glow beneath intermittent, deep-gray toning throughout both 
sides of this interesting domed-hat hobo nickel. This original Bert 
carving includes its Registration Certificate #R-018 dated October 
11, 1993.

4432 ”Bert 33” Hobo Nickel by Bert Wiegand. “Bert Prisoner” nickels 
are, by far, the most-cherished among the few confirmed prisoner 
carvings that exist. As the story goes, Bert Wiegand had an 
altercation with railroad police after jumping a Georgia freight 
train in mid-to-late 1932. He was arrested and thrown into the 
local jail, and later transferred to a chain gang. Bert spent the better 
part of a year with the chain gang, although he avoided much of 
the heavy labor by carving nickels for the guards, who sold them at 
a handsome profit. Reportedly, Bert taught other convicts to carve 
nickels, too. 

Only a few coins have been authenticated as chain gang nickels 
carved by Bert. This is a well-known and highly desirable example, 
signed BERT 33 along the right margin of an XF 1929 nickel. 
Carved in less-than-ideal conditions without the benefit of familiar 
tools, this nickel portrays a bearded man in a simple domed hat, 
needing a shave and haircut. Both the hair and the beard disappear 
inside the collar. This important coin is plated in the 1996 Romines 
book on page 75 and accompanied by the Del Romines OHNS 
Registration # R-019 dated October 11, 1993.

Type Two nickel, this classic Bo Hughes clown displays a bulb 
nose and a raised metal “trumpet” ear. The raised metal technique 
allowed Bo to carve the hair so it would lay convincingly beneath 
the upper ear. All markers point to a carving that was done pre- 
1950, since the partial cameo format was a precursor to the full 
cameo pieces that followed in 1950 until Bo’s hand injury in 1957. 
Hobo lore says Bert and Bo sneaked into many circuses, and 
Bo often expressed his love of clowns through his carved nickels. 
Emmett Kelly is the most identifiable clown carved by Bo — the 
rest came from his memory and imagination. This piece is pictured 
in Romines 2 on page 35, and comes with the original OHNS 
certificate R-006, signed by Del Romines.

4434 Signed GH 51, Emmett Kelly Carved by Bo Hughes. Inspired 


by the famous circus “tramp clown,” Bo carved many nickels with 
his rendition of the sad-frowned “Weary Willie” as portrayed by 
Emmett Kelly. Perhaps none is done as beautifully as this cameo 
carving signed GH 51. The tattered hat and frayed necktie (tied 
around the neck, instead of at the shirt collar) were Emmett Kelly 
trademarks, as well as Kelly’s forlorn, downturned mouth. 

Two styles of beards were used by Bo on his Kelly carvings. This 
one shows long sideburns extending downward from the carefully 
carved head hair, merging with raised metal forming thick beard 
stubble. The ear is unusually large — formed from Bo’s raised metal 
technique. Bo’s signature appears on the neck truncation. The 
quality of work is Superior, as designated on Del Romines’ OHNS 
Registration Certificate #R-013, dated October 10, 1993. This 
nickel is plated in the 1996 Romines book on page 23, and it is 
pictured on the cover of that edition as well.

Bo’s Lady Friend, Signed GH 50

4435 Full Cameo Carving of Monique by Bo Hughes. In the late 


1930s and 1940s, Bo spent the Fall months in New Orleans, home 
to his longtime lady friend, Monique. Upon Monique’s passing 
in 1949— coupled with the loss of his friend and mentor Bert 
Wiegand (who no longer had contact with Bo, and possibly was last 
seen in Asheville, North Carolina in 1849) — Bo Hughes reached 
into his memory bank, and produced the finest carvings of his hobo 
nickel career. The work from 1950 until his hand injury in 1957 
accounts for the most highly prized partial cameo and full cameo 
nickels in the hands of collectors. All are in high demand. 

Bo carved nickels showing Monique in different phases of her 
life, but only a few of the nickels are in full cameo format. This 
piece was carved in 1950. Monique is in her prime, with hair pulled 
back to show her ear (seldom seen on Bo’s Monique portraits). This 
is a deep, multilevel carving, signed boldly on the neck truncation 
GH 50. The Del Romines OHNS Registration Certificate is 
#R-011, dated October 11, 1993.

Splendid Cameo Carving, Signed GH 50 





4436 Full Cameo Carving Signed and Dated by Bo Hughes. The 1993 


OHNS Registration Certificate #R-010 describes this nickel as 
“Cameo Monique w/ curled bangs,” and notes that it is the only 
cameo carving showing the curled bangs hair style. In technical 
terms, the hair treatment is raised metal, which allows the “bangs” 
to appear as combed to the side, overlapping the delicate hair 
strands that run beneath the forecurls. 

The 1982 Romines reference, Hobo Nickels, has useful photos of 
Monique nickels on pages 80 and 81. Monique is shown at different 
life stages (as depicted by Bo Hughes) on nine different nickels, 
which show how Monique aged over the years. In our opinion, 
the lady on this nickel may not be Monique, or perhaps it is an 
idealized portrait of Monique in her younger days. In some ways, it 
resembles a youthful “Jenny,” who was the subject of a later cameo 
carving by Bo, previously held in the Don Haley Collection. One 
way or the other, this is a splendid 1950 cameo by Bo Hughes, truly 
Superior in its quality, lustrous and iridescent with shades of amber- 
orange and pale-lilac throughout its well-preserved surfaces. It is 
an important example of the highly sought cameo format, to our 
knowledge unseen at public auction until now.

4437 Partial Cameo of “Marcy” by Bo Hughes. The jaunty plume- 


and-feather hatband identifies this subject as Marcy, who was the 

“Sugar Daddy” of Bo’s New Orleans love interest, Monique. This Bo 
carving was originally authenticated in 1984, and was first owned 
by a Tennessee collector/dealer, then sold to an Ohio collector 
before settling in the Jack Royse Collection. 

Joyce Romines’ 1996 book, The Hobo Nickel, quotes Bo 
Hughes: “I was Monique’s ‘Bo,’ but he was her fancy beau ... wore 
big diamonds, always had a big feather in his hat, and a lie in his 
mouth.” That is how he is portrayed in this Superior carving — 
well-dressed and impeccably groomed. Faint sunset-red luster glows 
from the attractive, nickel-gray surfaces. This classic hobo nickel 
comes with the OHNS Registration Certificate R-003, signed by 
Del Romines and dated October 9, 1993.

Collection includes three of the best-documented and highest- 
quality “Bindle Stiff’ carvings attributed to Bo Hughes. This 
example is especially endearing, with the hobo sporting a jacket 
that is several sizes too small and unbuttoned, shown flapping in the 
wind. Both the jacket and pants pockets bulge open, as if filled with 
the few hobo possessions needed within easy reach. The raised- 
metal walking stick (Kelly stick) is shorter than normally seen. 

A bindle (signed GH 39) is slung over the hobo’s shoulder, and 
a domed hat sits atop the delicately carved bearded head. Subtle 
hints of luster remain throughout the Choice XF host nickel. This 
exceptional reverse carving is discussed in detail on page 32 of the 
1996 Romines book, where it is plated twice. The lot includes the 
October 10, 1993 OHNS Registration Certificate #R-008.

1913 Type One Nickel With Carved Reverse by Bo Hughes. This 
nickel is unsigned, but confirmed by Del Romines as an original Bo 
carving. At least two similar nickels exist, both of which are signed 
and dated by Bo. The hobo has a hunchback posture (a function of 
the underlying bison motif), plus an altered head to show a balding, 
bearded hobo. The bison’s two front legs become the hobo’s arms, 
grasping a raised-metal walking stick. Del Romines’ October 10, 
1993 OHNS Registration #R-014 authenticates the piece. Plated in 
the second Romines book on page 33.

Although the accompanying 1993 Registration Certificate #R-005 
says this is a self-portrait by Bo, the Joyce Romines reference 
clarifies that it is instead a portrait of Bert (carved by Bo). This 
important nickel has one of the most historic pedigrees of any hobo 
nickel. The 1996 Romines book gives the details on page 64, where 
both sides of the coin are plated. 

Carved on an attractive, About Uncirculated 1913 Type One 
nickel, the coin links Bo — and perhaps Bert, too — to a small 
ranch north of Ipswich, South Dakota from the years 1934 to 1941. 
There, a few migrant workers and hoboes found jobs at the ranch 
from spring planting through the fall harvests. 

Bo left the ranch owner four of his carved hobo nickels, which 
were passed on within the family. Some 50 years later, the nickels 
were transferred to the Jack Royse collection. This well-known 
nickel was among them, with its skillful carving of Bert’s portrait on 
the obverse, and hand-engraved the message ORLEANS BOUND 
10 41 on the reverse. Raised metal carving is seen on Bert’s hair, 
ear, and beard stubble. The coin proves Bo traveled west of the 
Mississippi at least as far as South Dakota, and in the fall went to 
New Orleans before traveling on to the Florida “hobo jungle.”

Signed Cameo Self-Portrait 
Superior Quality by ‘Bo’ Hughes 





4442 Full Cameo Carving, “Bo” Self-Portrait, Signed GH 50. The 


pinnacle of Bo Hughes’ 65 years of artistry is a series of full cameo 
carvings, with deeply carved fields surrounded by a raised rim, the 
date and LIBERTY removed, and impeccable renditions of subjects 
most meaningful to Bo. Most of the pieces were signed by Bo on 
the neck truncation, above where the date was removed. 

This example is a self-portrait of Bo carved in 1950. The coin 
is signed “GH 50” in tiny letters and numbers on the narrow neck 
truncation. Carved on an About Uncirculated or finer S-mint 
nickel, this outstanding hobo nickel displays attractive, slate-gray 
toning, with ice-blue and golden undertones. Luster exists on both 
sides. The balding portrait of Bo is of exceptionally high quality. 
The Del Romines OHNS Certificate #R-016 estimates Bo would 
have been between 50 and 55 years old when this nickel was 
carved. Because Bo was born around 1900, the nickel would have 
been like looking in a mirror as he applied the finishing touches. 
Cameo carvings such as this 1950 rendition rank among the most 
desired of all hobo nickels — a similar piece brought $7,500 as lot 
4955 in our 2019 sale of the Don Haley Collection.

Maximum Baldness, Signed GH 51 





Full Cameo Self-Portrait of Bo Hughes. The self-portrait cameos 
carved from 1950 to 1953 show varying degrees of baldness, but 
none show significantly greater hair loss than this example. Bo 
achieved his maximum baldness between the age of 55 to 60, 
and although he carved nickels for another 20 years, he retained 
about the same amount of hair until he disappeared in Florida 
in approximately 1980. This is one of his Superior self-portraits, 
a capstone to the popular subset of Bo self-portraits sought by 
advanced collectors. The OHNS certificate issued by Del Romines 
#R-017 is dated October 11, 1993 and accompanies the lot.

4444 1913 Type One Hobo Nickel, Signed by Bo. Clearly, Bo was 


working hard at learning the art of raised metal carving in the 
1920s. His teacher was Bert, and this coin may have been a tribute 
to his mentor. The portrait resembles Bert in appearance, although 
the workmanship is Bo’s. Note that the letters BERT remain — the 
typical Bert Wiegand signature — a characteristic shared by other 
Bo carvings of Bert. Del Romines suggests this is one of three pieces 
done in a similar way, two of which were signed GH 28 under the 
lapel, as stated on the OHNS Certificate #R-012 dated October 
10, 1993. This one shows GH clearly under the lapel, plus a faint 
2 nearby. The final numeral of the carving date is obscured behind 
the raised metal overlay.

Hughes. This nickel first surfaced in 1985, when part of a Missouri col- 
lection. It is described in the 1996 Romines reference under the section 

“ONE OF A KNOWN KIND” on page 72, where the nickel is plated. 
The coin is an exceptionally lustrous and well-carved example, which 
must have taken Bo much time to complete. Carved on a 1913 Type One 

nickel, the coin has been carefully preserved over the past 96+ years. 
The OHNS Registration number is R-074 issued on April 18, 
1994. There, Del Romines described the piece as unique: “... in that this 
is the only known carving which is signed and dated under the raised 
metal hat brim. The carving has the raised metal hat brim, raised metal 
ear, and raised (plateau) metal beard. ‘GH ILL 22’ is delicately carved on 
the bow of the hat band, and is partially beneath the brim.” Lovely golden 
highlights illuminate each side of this About Uncirculated nickel.

The Amish Man by ‘Bo’ 
Outstanding Cameo Carving

4446 Full Cameo Carving by Bo Hughes. When not carving nickels, 
Bert and Bo worked as much as possible during their travels. 
Occasionally, they returned to the same farms and ranches year 
after year, where their penchant for hard work was appreciated. 
The 1996 Romines book quotes Bo: “Some Amish folks in Indiana 
gave us a handout one time, but we had to earn our keep. Lord, 
they nearly worked our butts off. They was some mighty fine folks.” 

This deeply carved, full cameo portrait of an Amish man is 
one of only a few known from the 1950 to 1957 period, and it is 
perhaps the only one signed and dated GH 50. Intricate work exists 
on the hair and beard, plus raised-metal ear and hat brim. Lack of 
a moustache helps capture the Amish “look” of this well-carved 
portrait. The OHNS Registration Certificate #R-036 is signed by 
Del Romines.

This important ethnic carving is discussed in detail 
on pages 78 and 79 in the 1996 Joyce Romines reference, where 
it is plated in both regular view and close-up on page 79. Carved 
on a nice XF or AU 1913 Type One nickel, it is one of the few 
examples of a raised beard nickel — and it is surely one of the 
earliest hobo nickels employing the technique. Raised metal is used 
to form the ear as well. 

Research remains unfinished to positively identify the subject of 
Bo’s work, which may reveal the circumstances and reasons for the 
carving. While Bo produced several “Rabbi” nickels, only this one 
reveals the subject’s name and location. It seems remarkable that 
Bo was producing such high-quality work at such a young age. Del 
Romines’ OHNS Certificate #R-027 is dated October 23, 1993 and 
accompanies the piece.

Numerous carvers old and new employ a large ear on some of their 
hobo nickel carvings, and the classic-era carver Big Ear has several 
characteristics that define his works. The prominent large ear has a 
strong outer ridge, a tapered lobe at the bottom, and visible internal 
ridges. A shallow derby tops his head, decorated with a simple, 
well-carved bow. The narrow brim has wrap-around ends. The hair 
and beard display short furrows and wrinkly grooves, and the face 
shows a carved eyebrow, crow’s feet by the eye, cheek wrinkles, and 
an enlarged nostril. LIBERTY and the date remain, here on a 1913 
Type One nickel. A two-part collar sits above the unaltered date 
area. This is a choice, original hobo nickel for the astute collector.

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4452 Two Classic-Era Hobo Nickels, OHNS-Named Artists. OHNS- 
named artists Tufty and Smoothie come to mind when viewing 
these two classic-era hobo nickels. Both feature domed hats formed 
from simple lines. The Tufty piece is carved on a 1913 Type Two 
nickel, with a few sparse tufts of hair protruding at the forehead. 
The Smoothie nickel has thinly engraved lines applied to the 
smoothed-over obverse, including a simple outline ear.

A 
second nickel is equally interesting, with a pug-nosed hobo wearing 
a shallow domed hat, which is decorated with a zigzag pattern on 
the hatband. A collar flourish adds the finishing touch.
